Claims 1 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over WO patent no. 94/25514, of record. 

The patent discloses making rigid polyurethanes using a mixture of blowing agents 
comprising cyclopentane and either propane, butane, isobutane, cyclopentane and cyclopropane. 
Note page 3 in the aforesaid regard and page 6 with regard to the broad proportions employed by 
patentees of the blowing agent and co-blowing agent which read on the claimed proportions.
